While tae abrogation of the “treaty 
leaves this country.at the of 
RKussia’s excessive tariff duties—about 
25 per cent higher than the rate under 
the abrogated agreement—it is tacitly 
admitted here and at St. Petersburg that 
there will be no tariff contest and until 
a sub-treaty is made, both countries will 
adhere to the letter of the 1832 agree- 
ment. 

State department officials today ex- 
pressed the belief that the maximum and 
minimum provision of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff Jaw, which gives the United States 
a weapon against nations that discrim- 
inate against her, was largely responsible 
for Russia’s friendly overtures toward 
the fulfilment of another treaty. 

Américan interests in Russia are 
valued at $225,000,000, and there are 
about 400 of our citizens residing there— 
far less than the number of Russians in 
this country. 

The bureau of statistics estimates that 
this country sells to Russia each year 
about $250,000,000 worth of manufac- 
tured products, or about two-thirds more 
than Russia gells to this country. Be- 
cause of the difference in the volume of 
marketable products of each country, 
however, experts declare that Russia’s 
Joss through a tariff contest would be 
as great or greater than that of thie 
United States.

EDITORIAL

OPINION gathered from high railroad 
officials in different parts of the country, and 
with reference to the outlook for the trans- 
portation business of all quarters, is generally 
optimistic. The coming year is confidently 
expected to be a prosperous one. There is 
trafhe enough in sight to warrant the belief 
| that it will test capacity at least until the last 
| of June; from that on much will depend upon 
the prospective crops. [xecutive heads and 
assistants alike do not hesitate to say frankly that trade conditions 
are most favorable; politics alone, they say, can disturb them. When 
»olitics is used in such a connection, what is generally meant is that 
adverse legislation, or too strict regulation, may intervene to neutral- 
ize the otherwise satisfying prospect. 

Recently the railroads have been complaining of restrittions of 
a character calculated to qbstruct improvements in operation and 
equipment, but they have received only sparse sympathy at the hands 
<f investigation committees, government commissions or courts. 
The reason is that, rightly or wrongly, the belief is prevalent and 
influential that the railroads have been putting too much into divi- 
dends and too little into betterments in recent years. There is no 
real anti-railroad sentiment in the United States; there is, however, 
a widespread conviction that the railroads have not been keeping 
pace with the needs of the public, and that the cause does not lie in 
restrictive regulation but in a consuming desire among railroad own- 
ers and railroad managers to make good financial showings. This 
has created private and official discontent and criticism in public 
bodies as well as in private circles. The railroads have been handling 
the business offered them, it is true, but neither so expeditiously or 
so cheaply as to advantage the producer and consumer. Under the 
present railroad system, the cost of carriage of commodities is becom- 
ing a constantly increasing burden for the back of industry. 

Neither extreme radicalism nor revolution is behind the popular 
demand for a better system of transportation and distribution. It is 
seen simply by an intelligently observant people that existing hauling 
and trafhe handling processes are antiquated. Modern motive power, 
modern machinery, modern methods of doing business have little in 
common with the familiar railroad yards, the familiar freight house, 
the familiar blockades, congestion, delays, incident to the operation 
of even the most advanced of the trurtk line steam railroads. All of 
these make for inefficiency, and inefficiency makes for a higher tax 
upon the necessities of the people. The railroad interests of the 
country must awaken to the fact that a general reorganization of 
the carrying system is necessary to place it abreast with the times. 
They must be able to base their claim for public consideration, sup- 
port and appreciation on service, if private ownership is to continue.

This in no wise reflects upon the character

citizens’ moved away just as the place was getting a start—it lost 
the county seat, or it got the county seat and could not hold it—at 
all events, the “stakes” were pulled, the founder “picked up and left,” 
and the prairie claimed its own.

kept pretty busy in the matter Of suppressing county seat uprisings. 


Local “feeling” never ram higher anywhere than in parts of Kansas 
and Nebraska where there was a division of opinion as to which town 
should get the court house. The right to mining claims was never 
asserted in “the mountains” with greater vigor or pertinacity than 
the right to possession of the county records. All this has long since 
passed. It is now only a memory in Kansas and Nebraska. Doubt- 
less it will soon be only a memory in Oklahoma. 
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THOsE who are capable of performing work 
and at the same time unwilling to work at 
that which comes nearest and soonest to 
them, do not, fortunately, constitute a large 
class in the United States but social workers 
in the large cities are by no means unfamiliar 
with the man who is unavoidably out of 
employment. Efforts are .constantly being 
made by helping hand organizations of one 
kind or another to account for the fact that 
while there is apparently a dearth of labor there is so often, in individ- 
ual cases, a lack of employment. Most of this arises from the fact 
that so many men, and especially those of foreign birth and training, 
are seemingly helpless outside of their particular trades. When busi- 
ness is dull in-the line upon which they are dependent, they go without 
work rather than. attempt to take up something else. There are cer- 
tain trades that may be called seasonable; they become dull out of 
season. To the American way of thinking, if one thing does not 
present itself, the thing to do is to look for something else. 
Adaptability is an American characteristic. It is such a common trait 
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that foreign observers have frequently dwelt upon it when discussing 
methods and systems in the United States. Sometimes it has invited 
ridicule, as, for instance, when people following certain vocations 
turn from choice or from necessity to others far removed. Never- 
theless, the disposition to be doing something rather than nothing 1s 
one of the forces that has made for the industrial activity and pros- 
perity of the nation. 

Charles Dickens pointed out long ago, in “Great Expectations 
how, by easy,and almost imperceptible gradations, the idle man may 
become a lounger. Social workers in the United States have tound 
row easily the workingman “out of a job” can fall into the habit of 
resorting to park benches and relief agencies. [very city has its 
contingent of those denominated “chronic idlers.” Many ot these 
were at one time willing workers, ‘but by adhering to traditions that 
have no place in the economy of the American republic, and retusing 
to take whatever offered, they have lost their sense of independence 

The sensible recommendation is now made that employment oi 
a respectable character be provided by municipalities for men of this 
stamp, not in the nature of a charity or in the nature of a fine, but in 
the nature of encouragement. They need to be lifted out ot their 
environment and out of the condition of thought into which they have, 
perhaps, all unconsciously fallen. Any work that 1s not humiliating 
will do, providing there is attached to it a wage, and, providing sut- 
ficient compulsion is employed to advance the weltare of the worker 
The idea simply is this, that society having permitted such workers 
to fall out of the ranks, should use all reasonable means to get them 
back again, and on the way to self-help. It seems to be a worthy 
and a practicable idea.

offer. Thus. St. Paul, Minn., has made large savings in paving by 
doing the paving itself. The little city of Holland, Mich., had a bid 
of $30.366.75 for certain street paving, thought it too high, employed 
its own force, bought its own equipment and material, and laid the 
pavement for $25,075.91. This is encouraging, but it should not 
lead other municipalities astray. +: 

There is no question as to the economy of the municipal work 
<vstemm. Wherever the idea has had opportunity of operating witl 
free hands it has proved successful. It has worked out very satis- 
factorily under commission government where expert business men 
have been elected on the commission. Being purely a business 
proposition, however, it should be approached in a business way. 
The citv undertaking it should go about the task with the view of 
patiently and steadily building up an efficient_equipment and force. 
This might be an extra expense at the start; 7 t should soon prove 
an asset and a revenue econon !7er.
